SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Wednesday, April 2", 2014, my partners (Officer Ramirez #139 and Officer 
Anderson #127) and | (Officer Trujillo #136) were working as contracted, 
uniformed security officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District 
(H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 
90028 (323) 465-0122. We were assigned to the bicycle patrol team as Boy-2. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date, at approximately 1430 hours, we were conducting routine 
patrol in the 1600 block of Ivar Avenue, just south of Hollywood Boulevard. 
When we observed two (2) male, black, adults (who were later identified by 
their valid State of Detroit Identification Card as S/1 Hines, Brandon and Sate of 
Virginia Identification Card as S/2 Reiss, Demeitre, see AR#14-0291) walk 
westbound in the (south) marked crosswalk at Ivar Avenue and Hollywood 
Boulevard. As Reiss and Hines were walking, | observed both males holding 
small plastic drink cups containing an unknown bronze colored liquid in their 
right hand. Reiss and Hines were walking east of the intersection, when | saw 
both subject(s) place their cups with the bronze liquid to their lips / mouth area. 
Reiss and Hines then tilted their heads back and took a drink from their 
perspective cups. 


My partner(s) and | decided to make contact with both, Reiss and Hines to 
verify if the liquid in the drink Cups was indeed an alcoholic beverage. As we 
approached the two (2) subject(s), Reiss stopped, but Hines walked into the 
storefront of 6370 Hollywood Boulevard. Anderson immediately stopped Hines 
and escorted back outside of the store.

| then contacted Reiss and as | was speaking with Reiss, | was able to smell a 
strong odor of ‘brandy’ emitting from his breath, person, and drink cup. | then 
recovered the drink cup from Reiss and saw it was % full. Reiss immediately 
stated, I‘m sorry Officer. | know | shouldn’t be drinking in public.” | asked Reiss, 
“What type of ‘brandy’ is in the drink cup?” Reiss replied, “It’s in my bag, you 
can get it out.” 


| then asked Reiss, if he had valid identification on his person. Reiss said, “Yes 
that is also in my backpack and you can get it out from the big pocket.” 


As | was retrieving Reiss identification card from his backpack, | came across a 
“Christian Brothers” Brand ‘Brandy’ bottle (40% ALC, 80 Proof, 375 MI.) that 
was ¥% full. Reiss immediately said, “That’s the ‘brandy’ that is in our cups.” 


Anderson then returned with Hines, who spontaneously said to Reiss, “Damn, | 
shouldn’t even been drinking that ‘brandy’ nikka.” As Hines was speaking with 
Reiss and I. | was able to smell a strong odor of ‘brandy’ emitting from his 
breath, person, and drink cup. 


ARREST: 


We advised Hines and Reiss that we were placing him under “Private Person’s 
Arrest”, as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / 
see attached for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in 
Public). Reiss and Hines were then handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for 
safety and comfort) without incident. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Hines has no prior contacts and or arrests from this office and or the BID 
Officers. 


Reiss has no prior contacts and or arrests from this office and or the B.I.D. 
Officers. 


Hines advised Officers that he purchased the “Christian Brothers” 
Brand ‘Brandy’ bottle at “Walgreen’s” located at 1501 Vine Street, Los 
Angeles CA 90028. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


LAPD Hollywood patrol Officer Winters # 38876 and Spafford #39844 (6A31) 
responded to our location and verified both, Hines and Reiss’ identification, via 
C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Hines (RFC#

13549) and Reiss (RFC# D14317) were issued a “Release From Custody” 
citation for the listed charges and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan 
Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 05/12/2014, at 
0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander Lieutenant Randolph. 


EVIDENCE:
